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Jungle’s vogue, but for men only

Montréal has one of the larg- 
est gay communitiesin Canada, 
but there never seems tobe room 
for more than one large gay bar. 
The opening of any big club is 
typically an omen of its 
predecessor's swan song. 

So cheering the likely demise 
of Sécurité Maximum, 
Montreal's previous club mo- 
nopoly, only means that next 
month we'll probably be moan- 
ing that Jungle is all there is. 

But Jungle isbetlcr than Sécu- 
rité. At least it looks better. Its 
opening night promised that it 
would be a bit less antiseptic, a 
bit less inhibited, a bit more fun. 

Considering this is the for- 
mer locale of Pow-Wow, the 
suburban big screen and gaudy 
lights club par excellence, the 
décor is impressively gritty. 



The opening night act, Mal- 
colm McLaren and The House of 
Vogue was much more pack- 
aged. 

House, the disco of the late 
eighties, was founded by Black 
musicians in Chicago and De- 
troit. 

Vogueing, thebreak dancing 
oflhelateeighties,wasfounded 
by Black drag queens in New 
York City. 

Houscof Vogue wasfounded 
by a seedy British impresario in 
Los Angeles, and it's just the 
thing to take on a tour of the 
provincial outback. 

Anyone who wonders how 
six talented and innovative 
black voguers and a bunch of 
uncredited musicians can get 
billed under the name of one 
white talent agent doesn't know 
Malcolm McLaren. 

The frustrating thing is that it 



works every time. Only Mal- 
colm McLaren has managed to 
hook up with just about any 
cultural movement from punk 
on, package it to sell, and then 
put his name across the mar- 
quee in neon letters. He did it 
with the Sex Pistols, Adam and 
the Ants, and the Culture Club, 
and now he's done it again. 

McLaren didn't even per- 
form, not really. The House of 
Vogue did two numbers with- 
out him, gyrating and posing 
and twisting beyond the hu- 
manly possible. Then for the 
third and last track, out pops 
McLaren, Doctor Who in ankle- 
length culottes, flailing hisarms 
around and lip-synching out of 
synch to his own nasal mutter- 
ings. This man is a cultural ce- 
lebrity. It's easy, really. 

Jungle, like each of its Mon- 
tréal gay club predecessors, is 



open for men only. Somehow, 
gay male communities in just 
about every other city are se- 
cure enough to open up their 
dance floors and let women in. 
But misogyny is thouroughly 
institutionalized here and 



Jungle can't even bring itself to 
have the standard weekly mixed 
night. The club will desegregate 
only once a month, so get your 
calendars out.

Speaking about cinema 




The seedy but cunning McLaren himself

Speaking Parts is a film about 
film. It looks outside of itself, at 
itself and at the viewer. Director 
Atom Egoyan breaks the rules 
of the game of looking and 
encourages a dialogue between 
the viewer and the image. He 
asks, "How do we look?" and, 
"What happens to us in the 
cinema after the lights go out 
and the magic begins?" 

Lance is an aspiring actor 
working in the housekeeping 
department of a hotel. Lisa calls 
herself Lance's lover— she is 
obsessed with watching his bit 
parts in films. Claire is a script- 
writer haunted by the death of 
her brother who gave his life to 
save hers. These narrative 
strains are paralled, combined, 
and broken apart as channels 
cross and the identities of the 
characters are swapped. 

The cuts between Lance's, 
Lisa's and Claire's stories are 
not unlike the switching of tele- 
vision channels. The flicking is 
frantic, an attempt to know 
everyone's program. It also 
plays on the viewers's state of 



indecision — trying to find the 
better story, wanting to know 
which one to opt for, to take and 
alter for one's own purpose. 

Speaking Parts frustrates the 
viewer's expectations. Just as 
people reach to touch, there is a 
cut to another story strain. Rela- 
tionships disintegrate as char- 
acters mis-take images for real- 
ity. A further complication: 
images begin to communicate 
with images. In a conference 
room a dialogue develops be- 
tween Lance, Claire, an image 
of Lance and an imageof Claire. 
Each participant fills in silences 
and shapes understandings of 
the others. 

In addition, identities are 
swapped as Lance resembles 
Claire's dead brother, Claire 
resembles Lance, and Lance 
resembles the actor who repre- 
sents Claire in her film script. 
There is hardly a moment of 
lucidity of vision — the viewer 
must constantly question, "Who 
am I watching? Why is this 
person so familiar?" To answer 
these questions, the viewer at- 
tempts to fill in its gaps, to glue 
together its narrative parts, 
thereby making sense of its 



static. 

Modem technology claims to 
have some answers; tele- 
phones, -scopes, and -visions 
claim to bring us closer to our 
world and our fantasies, but 
ironically, a distance must be 
maintained in order for these 
devices to work. In Speaking 
Parts, Lisa spends her evenings 
consuming countless images of 
Lance on video. Her faith in the 
image is so strong, he seems to 
look out at her; she invests in 
the image, builds a relationship 
with it. In this way, she oxer-/ 
exor-cises her fantasies until 
Lance is anthropomorphized. 
As she watches his video im- 
age, she imagines him motion- 
ing, "Come into the scene." This 
is parallel to the experience of 
any viewer of cinema. 

The believability of the rela- 
tionship is undermined when 
the image of Lance is electro- 
cuted by static, and their rela- 
tionship is revealed to be a two- 
dimensional construction Lisa 
has projected. The attempt to 
compensate for the collapse of 
the relationship between eye 
and image (here the relation- 
ship between Lisa and Lance) 



serves to emphasizes the mis- 
recognition inherent in the act 
of identification. Any keyhole 
through which the eye can see 
is set in a door that bars any real 
contact. 

The same obstruction is pres- 
ent in the relationship between 
Lmce and Claire. The two be- 
gin dating, but Claire is called 
away on business. Technology 
allows them to continue to see 
each other via a video screen. 
But, the relationship ultimately 
failsaslhearrangement can only 
climax in mutual masturbation. 

This loss inherent in the act 
of viewing has been a central 
concern in Egoyan's films, as 
well as in those of Godard, Fel- 
lini, and Ackerman. Pulling the 
veil from cinema'sartificeis nec- 
essarily proceeded by the 
smashing of the model Cinema 
to get a look at its insides. In 
Speaking Parts (in the act of 
watching it), one has the feeling 
that Egoyan isflicking thehouse 
lights on and off, keeping one 
suspended between the inside 
and outside of the film. 

In contrast, "Hollywood" 
cinema can only cast its spell in 
the dark. It thrives on its at- 



tempt to turn out the lights in 
the name of Entertainment, 
subjecting the subject, raping it 
of past and individuality, re- 
contextualizing it into that 
nameless, faceless state of pas- 
sivity. 

After this drainage process 
is initiated and the viewer has 
sunken into a numbness, a tab- 
ula rasa, theconsumption of the 
plot (of present-tense images) 
leads to a resolution. The lights 
come on to break the spell, leav- 
ing the viewer with a sense of 
lost time and lost self. 

It is hard to summarize 
Speaking Parts, to gloss over its 
fragments, to re-present it to 
you, the reader, in the form of a 
homologous totality. Perhaps to 
do so would be to "cheapen the 
integrity of the story", or to 
"option Egoyan's story to make 
it mine" (Issues raised in the 
film.) Nevertheless, to re-view 
is to continue the process of 
finding meaning in 
ourselves...We are always com- 
ing into the screen in the cin- 
ema. The difference here is that 
in Speaking Parts, we see our 
name in the credits. (You have 
to squint.)

Pornography and the Sex Crisis 
Susan G. Cole 

Toronto: Amanita Enterprises, 1989

Written at a time when the 
feminist debate on pornography has 
become a civil war, Susan G. Cole's 
Pornography and the Sex Crisis is yet 
another call for the abolition of 
pornography. Just when we most 
need sensitive insight into a difficult 
issue that involves thelivelihood and 
the sexuality of countless women 
and men, Cole wields a murderers' 
axe to carve her place in the growing 
body of feminist literature on 
pornography. 

She begins with a noble 
intention. In the first chapter she 
promises that she will avoid issues of 
representation — instead of 
discussing images, she will 
concentrate on the production of 
pornography. Cole begins by 
defining pornography as "the 
presentationof sexual subordination 
for sexual pleasure." 

But soon. Cole's refusal to 
address issues of representation 
finds her flailing for air. She ends up 
reading images in the most inane 
fashion — if a man is on top, he is 
superior; if a woman issmiling,she is 
enjoying herself. 

By refusing to think about how 
people read images, she limits her 
analysis to ridiculous statements: 
"What looks like rape suddenly 
becomes sex when the victim moans 
with delight," she declares. 

What constitutes a 

representation of subordination 
seems to be clear to her. However, 
she is naïve to believe that she can 
simply dismiss decades of discourse 
theory, which questions such 
cssentialist readings of 

representations. 

That she avoids addressing such 
a prominent scholar of feminist 
theories of representation as Teresa 
de Lauretis is extremely 
irresponsible. If she wanted to do 
away with representation. Cole 
should have at least shown herself to 
be conversant with what she was 
rejecting, in order to justify the 
rejection. 

One way in which she tries to 
speak about pornography, without 
speaking about images, is by 
concentrating on the practice of 
pornography — its production. But 
again she has an axe to grind. 

She has read Linda Marchiano's 
Ordeal and been blinded by the light. 
Certainly Marchiano's account of 



how she was beaten and drugged 
during the production of Dcqi Throat 
(in which she appeared under the 
pseudonym of Linda Lovelace) is an 
important book. It brought to light an 
aspect of pornography which had 
been mostly unknown. 

However, by taking this account 
as the definitive statement on pom 
work for women. Cole ignores the 
lives of many women who have 
made a fair living in the industry. 

In arguing that 'pomographs' — 
pornographic images in any medium 
— are records of abuse, she is 
silencing the voices of the women 
whom she claims she wants to hear. 
Her argument rests upon a 
tautology: pomographs are the 
presentation of sexual subordination 
forsexualpleasureandlhcreforeany 
pornography is abusive. But what is 
known as pornography cannot 
always be judged by this standard, 
and the reader of pornography 
doesn't know what went on in the 
studio. 

The way Cole circumvents that 
argument is by presenting, in 
Chapter 3, an analysis of what she 
sees as the 'Sex Crisis'. This crisis, 
which we are undergoing now, is the 
social construction of our sexuality to 
eroticize male domination. This 
means that any decision a women 
makes in the sexual realm — except 
perhaps for Susan G. Cole — occurs 
under the influence of male 
domination. Anythingpornographic 
is a record of the status quo of male 
dominance. 

Cole also claims that 
pornography is a cause of this sex 
crisis — it is the propaganda which 
has brought about the acceptance of 
this ideology. But no historical 
evidence whatsoever is brought into 
the argument. 

Cole doesn't question the 
assertions she makes. Has sexuality 
become more violent in the last 
century? Has pornography been the 
main vector of diffusion of violent 
sexist ideology? Again important 
theorists of the history of sexuality, 
like Michel Foucault, are ignored. 
Cole just wants to make her point, 
and if she has to be sloppy to do it, 
that doesn't seem to stop her. 

The point she wants to make is 
that pornography should be 
eradicated. Chapter 2 of Pornography 
and the Sex Crisis is spent detailing the 
legal efforts that have. been made to 
get rid of pornography. It is probably 
the best chapter in the book, certainly 
the best documented. 

Unfortunately, the criteria by 
which she judges the legal initiatives 
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are not so well grounded. Cole 
accepts, fairly explicitly, theattempts 
by Catharine MacKinnon and 
Andrea Dworkin to draft 
pornography laws in the United 
States that would give individuals 
the right to sue pomographers for 
any harm done to them while 
working professionally. 

Cole's uses their work to assess 
the laws which have been used in 
Canada to eliminate pornography — 
regulations or. the import of 
pornography and obscenity laws in 
the criminal code, which fine 
pomographers for offending public 
morals. 

According to Cole, the problem 
with these methods of dealing with 
pornography is that they do not 
compensate the real victims of 
pornography — the women who 
suffer in its making and those who 
suffer in its consumption. 

While the women who suffer in 
the production of pornography 
certainly need legal recognition as 
victims of assault, sexual assault and 
often psychological assault, this is 
mostly a question of taking these 
cases to court and building a body of 
jurisprudence around them. This is 
not an easy task, but it is certainly not 
one which should be rejected for a 
civil remedy based on the end 
product — the pomographs. 



As for the victims of the 
consumption of pornography, the 
civil remedy suggested by 
MacKinnon and Dworkin is certainly 
open to criticism. Cole blindly 
subscribes to their work without 
paying any heed to the very valid 
criticisms that have been levelled 
against it. 

One is that, in supporting the 
laws, they join right-wing religious 
groups. And it is certain that some of 
the first sexually explicit materials 
that these groups would attack 
would be the lesbian and gay 
communities' own body of explicit 
sexual imagery, which is generally 
created as an attempt by members of 
these groups to explore and express 
their own sexualities in the margins 
of the patriarchal norm. 

There is no way to ensure that 
many materials which would be 
helpful to minorities around the 
country, but offensive to many in the 
community, would not be targeted 
by such a law. Also, the question of 
determining whether something is a 
moral matterisn'talways simple — is 
falling into a depression because 
one's son has become gay, because he 
read gay porn, a result of warped 
morals, in the sexual realm, or does it 
constitute real harm? Given a choice, 
I wouldn't let a court decide on that 
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i tactics to keep the plot moving. Some

Preserving English lit

Last Friday at the Ritz- 
Carlton, there was a party. Lit- 
erary heavyweights, english 
professors and Westmount so- 
cialites gathered over cham- 
pagne and hors-d'oeurves to 
celebrate the Second Annual 
QSPELL Book Awards. 

QSPELL, the Quebec Society 
for the Promotion of English 
Language Literature, is a non- 
profit organization created in 
1987, "to encourage and sup- 
port English language writing 
in Québec." 

Theawardssoirée was jovial. 
As thebubbly and crackers went 
down, the prizes came up. Pre- 
senting the awards was CBC 
radio personality Jon Kalina. 
Over the summer, a short list of 
three finalists for each category 
was prepared, the winner to be 
revealed during the evening. 

* Kenneth Radu won the fic- 
tion prize for his novel Distant 
Relations, D.G. Jones won in 
poetry with Balthazar and Other 
Poems, and Witold Rybczynski 
tookhissecond non-fiction prize 
with The Most Beautiful Housein 
the World. Runners-up included 
David Homcl in fiction; supris- 
ingly Louis Dudek in poetry, 
considering that his collected 
works were submitted; and in 



.non-fiction Dominique Clift's 
The Secret Kingdom: Interpreta- 
tions of the Canadian Character. 

The QSPELL Book Awards 
are obviously not for unpolished 
rookies. Hugh Hood and Louis 
Dudek, for example, are among 
Canada's best. The Society also 
has its share of notables: its 
Advisory Board includes Mavis 
Gallant, Irving Layton, Hugh 
MacLennan and Mordecai Rich- 
ler, among others. One perspir- 
ing novelist, gasping for less 
Flaubert and more champagne, 
exuberantly called the whole 
affair the "Holly wood Squares" 
of anglophone Quebec.- 

QSPELL's founders were 
concerned that Quebec authors 
were not getting their fair share 
of attention inside Québec, and 
were practically unknown out- 
side the province. The book 
awards wcrecreatcd toincrease 
public awareness of writers, 
stimulate community support 
and honour literary excellence. 

McGill is very much a part of 
QSPELL. English professors 
Lorris Elliott and Hugh Mitch- 
ell are on the Board of Directors, 
and others like Professor Emeri- 
tus A. Lucas and Department 
ChairmanProfessorD. Williams 
support the organization. 

At this time last year, 400 
people attended the First An- 
nual QSPELL Book Awards. For 
three awards of $2000, 80 books 



were submitted by 50 publish- 
ers. The winners were Hugh 
Hood for fiction, Witold 
Rybczynski for non-fiction and 
David Solway for poetry. 

The response to QSPELL 
from writers, the media and the 
public has been positive. After 
itssuccesswith thebookawards 
in 1987, QSPELL had fun with a 
pun at its Writes of Spring last 
April. This event honoured life- 
time contribution by Ted Allan, 
Louis Dudek, Wynne Francis, 
Ralph Gustafson, Irving Layton 
and Hugh MacLennan to 
Québecand Canadian literature. 
A similar Spring event is 
planned for 1 990 that will show- 
case a new generation of writ- 
ers. 

One can question the need 
forQSPELL. But itsstrong, posi- 
tive reception by writers, the 
media and the public has given 
it a good start: QSPELL seems 
to have struck an enthusiastic 
chord in English Québec. The 
Society's vice-president Linda 
Leith (who is also editor of Ma- 
trix magazine and a teacher at 
John Abbott College) hopes to 
add categories for children's 
books, plays and translation to 
next year's awards. As well, 
some readings and a newsletter 
are in the works. For the mo- 
ment, QSPELL is still defining 
itself. But its future certainly 
looks bright.

Sly Dunbar and Robbie 
Shakespeare pioneered the style 
of dub reggae, so it comes as no 
surprise that they've just put 
out a hip-hop record, Silent As- 
sassin. 

Dub reggae, hip-hop's older 
cousin, mixes various samples 
and vocal tracks over heavy, 
danccable rhythm tracks. Dun- 
bar, on drums, and Shakespeare, 
on bass, have been experiment- 
ing with thisstylcforyears.Thcy 
have appeared under various 
guises such as Sly 'n Robbie and 
Black Uhuru and have collabo- 
rated with artists like Grace 
Jones, Joan Armatrading and 
Mick Jagger. 

Silent Assassin teams Sly 'n 
Robbie up wi th some big names 
in the hip-hop world. KRS-One, 
of Boogie Down Productions, 
produced the album and raps 
outacoupleofsongsand Young 
MC, Queen Latifah and Willie 
D contribute additional vocals. 
The featured rapper isa 16-year- 
old out-of-nowhore kid called 
The Shah of Brooklyn. All the 
contributing vocals are top 
quality. 

Producer KRS-One hit the 
right balance between vocals 
and music tracks, making Silent 
Assassin a record that's as 



danccable as it is listenable. 
Robbie Shakespeare's bass is 
exceptional — fast and heavy. 
Dunbar's drumming is also 
amazing, although on some 
tracks he relys too heavily on 
the drum machine. 

The album deals with a lot of 
themes commom on hip-hop 
records: partying, police and 
discrimination. Yet the lyrics 
avoid the sexism, mindless 
boasting and bravado of most 
of today's rap music. 

Dance Hall is a cheesy dub- 
disco song that doesn't take it- 
self seriously. Willie D raps on 
thechorus:/»sf throw your hands 
in the air! and wave 'em like you 
just don't care/ don't you swear/ 
grow your hair/ and every day 
change your underwear. 

Under Arrest is the best track 
on the album with its sing-a- 
long vocals and danccable beat. 
Vocalist Young MC tells the 
story of being arrested with 
KRS-One just because they are 
black. (They were looking for a guy 
who's five foot three/ but I'm six 
foot one /and KRS is taller than 
me.) 

Although this is not an in- 
credibly innovative record, it is 
better than most of the hip-hop 
schlock in the record bins. Lis- 
ten to it and ride the riddem.
